In lieu of Examiner's comments regarding allowable matter, Applicant hereby 
amends claims 46 through 48 inclusive to put into independent form. 

In lieu of Examiner's comments 1 regarding Applicant's earlier arguments 
regarding the issue of Sykes' failing to disclose a method whereby the contents 
of an email are verified. Examiner states that Applicant has failed to include the

contends that Sykes does not verify the contents of an email, however, 
it is noted that features upon which Applicant relies (i.e. verify 
contents of an email) ere not recited in the rejected claims* - 
Therefore, the Examiner maintains that the Sykes discloses verifying an 
email that is consistent with the verification limitations as recited 
in the claim language of instant application. As a result, Examiner 
maintains the rejections of the claims, as set forth in the office 
action, office Action, dated April 14, 2006, page 4, paragraph 2. 
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limitations in the recited claims. Applicant agrees with Examiner's position. 
Applicant has further amended the claims, to add new claims 50 through 53 to 
the pending application.
